tie,that without fum acquaintaunce with many other artes ye fhallnot enter intoy depe fecrea 
tes:for it bath a natural focietie and as it were by a fertaine kinred (> affmitie is knit nto all 
the Mathematicalles which feiences and knowledges are frendes anda maintayner of diners 
rational artes:{o that without a meane aquaintance or ‘bnderftanding in thé neyther payne 
ters nafsons Gold jmythes enbroderers, Caruers, loynars; GlafSyers,Grauers nall maner 
of metalles and diners others moecan obtayne anye worthy praife at all Noweall thefebeng 
braunches of that forfayd foundatio,ftocke or ference {hall bring forthe the frutes of t to their 
great profites and ( ommoditie of the Realme which cotinuing and throughlye practifed in the 
Jame) by time fhall increfe riches ,wor[hippe,and fame. Confidering with my felfe the many 
fold commodities and profites that fhould redownde to a great many louers of the fame,and 
contrary wife-what alofseand hinderaunce it hath bene tothem that lacke the langwages o> 
learning who of nece/Sitie hath remained in ignoraunce to. theyr great lofse and difcomodity of 
the Realme. Not withfianding I know wellthere hath bene a multitude andat this time be 
‘very many lerned men who hath (throughe tranaile receined) the ful perfectio of the prudent 

ladye 


lady Scientia, of whom fo depely learned I crane pardon for my rude rafhnes that I haning 
but tafteda certaine fwetenes of her excellencie and liberalitve wher fore naturall lone hath 
drawne me to aduaunce her reputation and honour according to my poore abilitie and good 
“wil, the thinge nothing garnifhed asit ought tobe but moft brieflyand playnelye ivith Juche 
demonftrations thatit might edifie them which of a long time haue defired and reached at it 
toattaine Aljo for the encoraging of thofe which erne/thy fludied and fanoredit I thought it 
therfore ood to fette out and commit to writing inour natme language,parte of thofe thine 
20s whiche( both by great labour and tranaile,at the fir[t for my priuat commoditie I Jearched 
out and for my owne pleafure out of diners afwelllatin ana Itahan as french and dowche wria 
ters) haue diligenly gathered. As alfo pafsed many countries and régions to ee both in Rome 
amongeft the antiquities and m the mo/t notable places of Italie where are moft excellent bule 
dinges, and intending to-write of Architecture or buildimges:I thought it beft neither with 
the lighteft or leaft profitable parte therof to beginne,nor altogither after the mofte flender 
fertetohandell that which [ purpofed to intreate ‘vpon.I haue therfore taken my firft entes 
raunce into the writing of this arte , at the fine antique pillers or Columnes, comonly named 
of the places and perfones partely where and of whom they were inuented ind partely of their 
pertues Ur properties of thofe that they wer likned ynto, which pillers names are thefe as fole 
loweth.Tufcana,Dorica Tontca (orimthiaes,C opofita, Uhe treatife of thefepillers as it hath 
in it moft deleEtation and pleafure in the beawtie and conilines of the workman|hip appertaye 
ning dato them.fo though at the beginning yt be mingled with a littell a/peritie andasit were 
bitcernes (for the deficultie and hardnes wherwith as both principalles and alfo other thine 
ges ofany excellencye at the fir/t are couftomed to be st is fomewhat Comberous) yet it is both 
fonecefSary and profitable, that neither without it any man may attaiie to any eftimable part 
of the refte of this fcience and with it as by a klew of thred or plaine path way aman may moft 
eafsely pearfe and lightely pafoner the moft darke ¢ bnknowen corners of the whole procefse 
therof. But to [peake of the worethines of this parte of Architecture:it femeth almoft altogie 
ther fuperfiuous wwherfore taking thefe to fuffice in the part to be fayde,] will now fhew what 
trade and order I do followe in the declaration of the meafures proportions and garni[hmens 
tes of thefe before mencioned pillers.For fo much therfore as in teaching of all artes thre thine 
ges are chiefly to be confidered thatis to fay diligence in geuing 9 preceptes,aptnes in chofying 
“plaine and enidente examples and laft of all prattife and experience of the teacher. [haue for 
the fir/t parte taken for my author chteflye to be followed thenobleand excellent writer Vie 
trumus one of the moft parfaikteft ofall the Antiques, and for that neither any one man in 
what arte/o ener it bets abfolute and chat other finguler men ofthe Antiques and he in many 
pointtes do difagre and differ which Sebaftianus Serlius a meructous conning artificer in our 
timeyin many places of his workes learnedly doth declare.l haue added ‘ynto him’bpon what 
Joeuer in any thing femed nedfull the opinion and meaning of the fayde experte writer Sebae 
frianas ,here and there alfowher I thought meete I hauetoyned the minde and imdgement of 
one Gulielmus Philander a notable man wluche about the yereofoure lorde. 15 46.wrote 
onto the frenche king Anotacions bponVitruuius concerning this matter or fuche like.Now 
for examples which are necefSarily required to the opening of fuch darke matters, I hane enecs 
ty where through the whole procefe of this prefent treatife after the preceptes to the lighte 
ALY:

ning of them [ette both demon/irtion re ure, ondas for pratlife and-experience of thefe 
thinges whiche I teache , Lafsure themofte gentle reader andall other that fhalbe readers fo 
this my littel worke that I haue put notitle m any part therof cocerning y proportio ds fimetry 
to Vfe the si ase terme of the arteofthe fornamed columbes whiche I hanenot afwell 
feene and imeafured in Itale,from whence they cam firft onto vs amongeft the Antique woore 
kesas read and ftudied in Englandinthe Antentique writers , that I might with fo muche 
more perfection write of themas both the reading of the thinge and feinge it in dede is more 
thenonely bare reding oft .T his {mall and fimple treatife of myne I can not tell whither with 
hike felicitie brought to bis parfettion as with no fmall laboureand ftudse for this time ended ,f 
thought meete as the fir/te frutes of my poore attemptes ex indenors totene asa duetye 
and dette of me to be payde and that well receined of all men, I /hall thinke my i 
mot happye andif not of all perfones, yet at the leaft wife of fecheas be hone 
eftemers and accepters of other mennes diligence 2 fades The which ifit 
come to pafse both I fhalbe gladof my laboures in thefe thinges bea 
[rowed and for the loue ofmy naturall Countrimen be furthere 
moreincouraged hereafter toattempte greater thine 
ges. Thus almightie God preferue the 
ingodly excercices to his pleafure 
for ener Amen.

TIME HOVVE THIS SCIENCE 
of Architecture increafed. 


eA N the beginning of the world, Nature byneceffitie dyd firfte inuent 
EWE /traunge maner of couertures or boufes for the people to inhabyte in. 
{Ee But of all fuche order and forme of buyldinges as were before Noes 
pe fiudde gt fhall not nede to make reberfall. But after the fudde of Noe, 
AWA the people agayne , when they were mcreafed and multiplied, did daylye 
Oe, & Se pig more and more , feeke for theyr commodytie to be defended .from the 
beate of theSunne , andcoldene/se of the ayer : ome fuccoured thé felues bnder the fhadowe 
of trees and other taking occafion thereby, dewfed to fet vp forked ftakes, with the forkes 
‘bp wardes and there ypon layed bowes . After wardes they ftull denifed and daylye did prattife 
more and more inthat kinde..Andin time , they perceyuing the ve of cutting with yron,did 
fet vpright treesas they had before , wyth theyrftakes being done with their handes and bye 
caufe they fhoutd not cleaue witth the heauines of theyr burdens aboue at the toppe they coms 
paffed them about wyth ringes of Yron,and called them Pullers or (olumnes. I'he forme and 
fhape of which Pillers , they did imitate, fafhioning themof ftone. And then they callynge to 
theyr remtmbraunce the fiudde of Noe, which had drowned all the world ,deuifed to build the 
towreof Babilon.So they added in fteede of the rynge aboue atthe toppe of their pillers, thefe, 
hich our author Vitrinius callech Aftragaliand Apophigis.So in proces of time diners witty 
men euer addinge fome thinge thereto ,at the laft it came to fome per fettion.T hen did they bes 
ginne to deuife and prathife after dyuers fafhions and buylded a great parte of the towcr.In 
which buyldmg came the deu/ion of tounges, or languages , whereby thefe buylders were par 
tedand Jcattered abrode bpon bs of the earth and inhabited many ftraunge countreyes, 
and began to buyldeinE gipte, and after that in many other places ,as femeth bythe workes, 
which Belus Ninus,and Semiramis buylded whieh were [pred fo farre,as fom men do fuppofe 
that Trier in lowe Doutcheland fhould hatie bene buylded of the brother of Ninus as ye may 
perceyue by Berofus, Flerodotus and many other that are writers and witne/Ses of the fame. 
Tea fhortly after was made Memphis the whiche nowe is named Alkayre , the whiche was 
buylded by a kinge of Egipte, hauing in compa/se round about, one hundred and fifiye fades; 
or as fome interpretate st ,fomany furlonges and in like maner the aunciét.citie of Thebes in 
Grece , befides many other cities which were made before and after . Inthe which it is to be 
Juppofed that there were fumptuousgemples and Pallaces.So, that they were experte and bee 
ganin that ference tocome to more perfection. And immediately after a wittie man named 
Dorus (the fonne of Helemer and Optix the Nymphe):nuented and made the firfte piller 
drawen to perfettion and called it Dorica after his owne name. Shortlye after him,there was 
Ion , fonne of Xuthus, that wasmade gouernour ofa part of Caria, which he had wonne,pe 
in that countrey buylded thefe cities folowing {Priem Samum,T eorem Colophonem,Nachii, 
Evithren {Phoceam ,Clazomenas ,Lebedum, Melyten, of the which the citizeins afterwardes 
draue out of that countrey the Caryans and called it Ionia after theyr Ringes name,and then 
they made thesr churches and Temples of their Goddes a firft began with Appollo his T ems 
ve ple 
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ple,as they had fene it in Grecia before. And they not knowmg any meafare of pillours con/ie 
dered howe to make a iuft Symetrie,that it might be comely andalfo ftronve,toke their mefure 
by the foote of a ftronge fafhioned at eo him to bein height fixe times, the length 
of hys foote and fo bythat mefure finifhedall the partes of that piller , andcalledit Doria, 
bycaufe they badde fene it in the workes of Dorus , and fo therewith fiufhed the temple of 
Appollo after that they deuifed to make a temple to the goddefSe Diana , wherein they dyd 
yf an other Symetrie, for that temple , as theyhadde done for the temple of Apollo, 
and fafhioned it after theinftemeafure of 4 woman,to the ende and purpofe jt fhoulde be more 
beautifull and fklender making it eighte Diameters ,inheight;, and called it Ionica , after 
their countrey adding therunto in the ftead of ber fhoowe, that which Vitrunius nameth Spi 
ra,and in the Capitel was fet Voluta,im the fteade of her heare whiche trufsed vp with a lace, 
on eyther fide of ber heade, for an ornature and garnifhment of theCapitell They alfo fafhion 
ned the body of the pilloure and filled it with (anakcoli,andStriges , as thoughe it were the 
plates ofher garmentes.T hen theybemg more delighted with the beautifulnes ofthe height 
therofadded alfo an other Diameter ,ontothe forfaid Dorica and made wt feuen Diameters, 
inheght. After that inthe catie of (orinthe,was buried a certame maiden after whofe burial 
ber nourifbe (who lamented much her death) knowing her delightesto haue bene in pretye 
cuppes and fuche like concéytes wu her life time with many other proper thinges appertayninge 
onelyto the pleafure of the eye,toke them and brake them , and putthem mto a littell preatie 
bafkette and did fette thebafket on her graue,and coueredche bafket with afquare pauinge 
tone. That done goith weping teares fhe fayde Let pleafure go wyth pleafure ,and fo the 
nourifhe departed . It chanced that the bafket was fet bpon a certama roote of an berbe called 
Acanthus ja frenche Branckur [ine or bearefote with ys now in the fpring time of the yere, 
when enery roote fpreadeth fourth ts leaues sn the encreafingthey did ronne bp by the fides 
the bafket pyntill they coulde ryfe no lagher forthe ftone , that couered the bafket ,whiche 
cing fquare andcaftinge hys fowre corners ouer the fydesofthe rounde bafket , conftrained 
the braunches of the herbe to draw downwardes.againe with a fertaime compafse , and fo 
greweto the fain that Vieruuius , callethVolutaSo is there alfo other fmaller that come 
oute oftheCaules, and flalkes, andare named m greeke Helices , and the bafket beynge 
hydden bnderneth wytha multitude of leaues . Inthys cytie one ( alimachus, an excellent 
Architettur , pafgng or gomge thereby , regardmge the beawtifull worke of nature , 
afterwardes bfing then the meafures of the forfayde Pillours mnakynge the pillour Ionycke, 
‘ppon the whiche pillor or Scapus thereof,he fet the (apitell , the whiche he hadde fene pon 
the tombe of the mayden phe ‘whiche garnifhed. beatifully the whole pillor, whiche (apitell, 
was in height the thicknes of the pillor , and namedit (orinthia , becaufe tt wasmade in the 
oytie of Corinthe , by thandes of (alimachus , who for the excellence of thatarte was nae 
med Catatechnos , and after that this worke growing moreand more to perfection came 
tothe Romaynes , ana'fo through oute all Italie , and manye other places, yea, and was 
ehroughlyeprattifed by them. hen the Tujcanes beginning to builde , haning knowlaige 
of the pillor , whiche was firfte inuented by the Ionans , ‘vpon the Symetrie , of a/trong 
manneinuented to buylde ftronglye afterthe maner aforfayde , yea, andto garnifhe alfa 
theyr ties and townes beantifullye with a pillour of their owne denife whyche yet i 
cis 
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this prefent time , remayneth wholle in the eitie of Forence andin the countreis there about 
they fourmed and fafhioned that pillor , whyche to thys daye is named after the fayde 
countrey Tafcana.T be Romaias, then wel prachjed in their ie of allthe ref? of their 
Columes end alfo.defirous to encreace fa noble an arte, by fome noble acce/Sion, beholdmg and 
regardinge the beautifulnes of thefe forefayd pillors that is tofay. Tufcana ,Dorica., lonjca, 
(orinthia, gathered oute of eche of the fame pillers, that, whyche they thought mafte faire, 
and made a paller of pleafure or tr tumphe,a ifter the mofte excellent maner that eucr.was be 
fore. T his piller was firfte ee to his perfection in the time of Titus’, Vefpafianus ; who 
fete it athys triump be m the highe/te place of hysarche trtumphall,and called it Compofita, 
eras ome dooname her Italica. T’hefe pillers partelye for their beautye and comlines, pare 
telye for their fortitude and /trength the writers of them,hane refembled and hykned to fers 
tain feyned Goddes andGoddefses. As namely Tufcana , is applied bnta Atlas ,the kynge o 
Mauritania; Dorica, pnto Hercules and the god Mars:Ionica to Diana, or Appollo. Corme 
thia vuto Vefta or fome lyke virgm, and Compofita, to Pandora,of Hefiodus , the which he 
faineth to hane ben endewed wyth diners of thofe graces and coninge wherwith the beforenas 
med Goddes and Goddefses were indewed Jo that it femeth by the auncient writers and Aue 
thors which hane made reherfall of thefe thinges that they haue bene hadin great eftimation 
and prife, asyemaye wel parcejueby Yas, whiche buyldeda temple in Egipte for her father 
Iupiter , bycanfe her hufbande Ofiris, and fhe were in great eftimation , and alfofor theyr 
beautifull mu enlions and wyfedome , were honored as goddes . ‘This maye well be gathered 
by thetr pillers and ornamentes , that belong therunto , the whyche werenoted and mare 
hed with He brewe letters and alfo by the Sepulcres of Amafis whych was made more, then, 
M. D_yeres before the birthe of (hrifte,n the whiche one of the Pyramides was ( ( (i. 
thoufande mens workes,the fpace of twentye yeares, the whyche remayneth in Egipte to be 
feneat this prefent daye , andmanye other beautifull buildinges of that nacion. Reade. 
Drado. Sic. li. 1.2. Alfoit femeth by many other writers , that after Babell decaied, 
incontinently the Flebrues moft triumphantlye florifhed in thys pomte. Thus we maye pere 
ceine that the Hebrues receyued their knowlage of the Babilonians and the Grekes > receis 
nedit of the Flebrues , in bkecafe the Latmes , and the Italians receined theirs from the 
Grekes , the whyche our Author Vitrunius , doth not deny,m makynge demonftrations toa 
Latine worke with Greke letters as ppon the inuention of the Grekes , whych concerninge 
hys ference in Archite€tura in the whyche thing Vitruums , femeth muche to be comended, 
as one,that did not difdayne toacknowledge the authors and writers, out of whom he receined 
his kuowledge.In fo muche ,as in hys ee booke of Architeéture, he affirmeth(by nas 
ming the notable? of thé)that they which haue left thefe thinges in wryting are to be commés 
ded whofe names alfol thought not altogyther the mete/t to be omitted ex therfore do refers 
thefe. U’heodorus which wrot of the Dorica.Etefiphon and Metagenes, who wrote of the Tos 
nica which was fet in the teple of Diana at Ephefis. The Hermogenes bath writté of Diana 
in Magnefia,after Argelius which made the reherfal of the Covinthes.Fiftly Sathirus ¢7 Pie 
theus who did /peake of Mafolea jn HalicarnafSo,la/t both Cares, Briaxes Scopas, Praxites 
les ex many other as Nexaria,I heofides {Philemon ,Demoghilos {Polis L eonides Silamon, 
Melapus Sarnacus,Enphranor al the which verly,are to be thanked ex comended throughly 


Bit. For by 
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For by them we know and perceine (as thoughe we fawe in a loking glafse’) the thinges, that 

bane benefene,done and made long before. Nenerthéles , it hath ben withdrawen and hidden 
(as almoft al other knowlages,for a long feafon hath bene )through ignoraunce,for fo it came 
to pafSe by theiniurie of time that all fctences and learning haue bene kept fecret and not /hor 

ken of jn fo much that at this daye , there are many which name this order of building to be of 
the new facion.But it can not be new,that hath fo many ancient Authors and maifters therce 
of, whom pamely the Noble writer or Author Pliny bath in fogreat eftimation , that for 

their fake heblameth al them greatly that haue written and wrought any thing aid haue not 

named the authors and maifters of whom they toke their muention efpecially of Juche great 

and bnfpeakable worke of which the honour and fame ath bene afmuch pato the maker ther 

of as it was Dato them that taufed thofe thinges to be made. But now of thie hinges we haue 

fpokenynough Jet bs therfore fpeake fome what of the worthynes of this fcience,and of the 

office ofan Archit el.

ders of any noble workes.wherfore he ought firft to bea very goodGramarian,thento haue 
experte knowladg in drawing and protratting thethinge , which be hath conceyued ,Nexte 
he muft baueagood fight mm Geometrie, (onjequently m Opticke and in fuche lyke {crences he 
muft haue good percenerance.Likewife in Arithmeticke he muft be very par fiakt and in hiftoe 
ries fingulerly wellfeene. He muft alfo haue a good fighte in Mufjcke ,andfome knowlaige 
in Phificke , not altogether ignoraunt in Aftronomie he muft alfo befides all thife ben Phie 
lofophie, very experte. Uhecaufes why al thife {ciences beforenamed, ought to bein him that is 
a parfaist Architeét and maifter of buildinges be of Vitrunius in this forte reherfed. if 
he haue (faith he) learninge he fhall ftrengthen his memory with all writen bookes , and 
throughe drawing vtter his fantafie and fhewe the trike or fafcion of the thing that he goeth 
about to make And Geometrie teacheth bs the order of rules,( ompafses Squiers, Q.uadrane 
res and Iufte waterleneles with manie other knowlaiges that procedeth thereof as Euclide, 
and other authours ¢ alfo Scbaftian Serli in his fir/t Chapiter reberfeth Opticke [heweth vs 
howe and by what meanes the lightes fhould be fet intothe Houfe , And howe they fhouldbe 
brought from place to place as toferue the hole houfe , and cuery place therin , whiche Optica, 
is properly called per|peEtiue , ands of a furder fpeculacion, then tberin can or nedeth to be 
expreft : which of Sebaftian Serlms jn his fecond booke firft fecond and thirde Chapiter is 


partely 
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partely declared. Arithmeticke, teacheth bs innumerable poinctes moft necefsarily required 
tothe parfaitte knowlaige ofthis art.for without yt we canneither know or yet difcufSe the 
meafures and harde fentences or queftions of Symetrie , neither howe to accompte the Cofte 
and charges of our labores .An Architeéte allo muft bauea knowlaige in hyftories , There be 
moreouer multitude of caufes in buildmges ,and ‘very many ornatures and garnifhinges of 
which he muft nedes gene anfwere from whece they come,and for what purpofe they are made, 
As for an example Ifa maifter workman fhould make ymages, figured like women , clothed 
and garuifhed after a ee foarte which are nanied (ariatides and fet them in his worke 
for pillers and make ouer their heade Mutilos and Coronas, yf yt were demaunded of him to 
what purpofe thofe ymages wer made,then be {huld anfwer that Caria,a towne in Peloponefo, 
trayteroufly confpired with the Perfians againft the Grekes:But the grekes getting the Vie 
étorie ouer thetr enemies, agreed with one accord, and befieged Caria and wan the citie killed 
the men and toke the women , carieng them as bond women not fuffering them to put of their 
Ryche ornamentes and lewelles to the intent , that the fhowe of ther triumphe , myght be 
thereby the more glorious Sothey fubdued;weare brought into bondage . For this caufe and 
other fuche lyke the chief maifters of Architecture made in their common places and pallaces 
uche women to beare vp the burthen of their buldinges, the whiche was a remembraunce 
and memorial of their punifhmentes for their mallice again/t the Grekes fultained by the Cae 
riatides that is to faye , by the women of (aria . Inlykecafe dyd the Lacedemonians ,whan 
they with folttell a power ouercame fuchea great hoft of the Percians and [lew them.After 
which conqueft in ther triumphe , they builded a gallery whiche fhoulderemayne bnto them 
for a perpetuall and euerlafting token of vittorte and did fet therin the figures,and countere 
feites of the Perctans which before wer their prifoners in their ftraung apparaill, ftlandmg in 
their palaces fupporting their galleries wherfore they were feared of their enemyes therby, 
andalfoyet encouraged the hartes of the Citizens againft their other enemies and backe frene 
desV pon this exdmple Paufanias did afterwarde make the counterfeates of the famePerfias, 
and ‘ppon their beddes, he laide Epiftila and Coronas , fetting betwixt them Z ophorus, the 
which was garnifhedand figured with theleweles that they had taken from them being their 
enemies As Cuppes gebletes cheines, girdelles x fuche lyke other Iewelles, which wer plentie 
fullamong the Perjians ,and vader their fete was fet Stylobata, wherin were written their 
titles, Many fuche Fiftories an Archite€te, ought of nece[Sitye to know. Next nto this doth 
follow Muficke plich alfors erie necefSary for an Architeéte, for thefecaufes muft he haue, 
as it were a forefight in it,that therby the principall chambers of the houfe , [huld with fuche 
order be made , that the voice or noyfe of muficall Inftrumentes ;fhould haue their perfaict 
Echo,refoundig pleafauntly to the eares of thofe that fhalbe heares therof, as alfothe Roe 
maines ,vfedin all thesr pallaces (x for many other nece[Sities therunto belonging of the which 
Vitrusuus ynaketh further demonftration as the refrefhing of the Melancolicke mindes which 
ar alwaies trauailing for furtherknowlaige. But now confequently followeth the'caufe-why he 
frould haue fight in Phificke, which through the knowlege of Aftronomie parfaittly doth dee 
clare the mouings of the heauens, and where bnto by their natural inclinations they be difpoe 
fed, as alfothe bnderftanding of the plages or Coaftes of the word which the Grekes call Clie 
mata ,to thyntent that he maye {hewe what ground plottes ftande in the moft holfom ayer to 
builde ypon. And which alfo be the fwet and holfome waters, the mo/te fertill and frutefull 
Bs. places,

places asnamely for thofe plottes that ftand'cotrary to thys order are not mete or nece/Sarie to 
baild ‘ypon.T his hoifome ground fo found wheron Ye fhall build, yemu(t furft haue knowlaige 
how tocaft your ground plotter wherin you muft deuide all your feuerall places of offices ape 
partayning to the furniture of your houfe , your principall chambers of reftand librariesand 
‘fuch other like muft receyue their lightes fromthe Eaff,, for that the fone by natural heate at 
his vifimg draweth to lim allcorupte humors and euill vapors of theearth and quickneth 
the fpirittes of man and beaft and if ye will caft therin baynes or hot houfes swith winter Chae 
bexs and parlors they fhal receine light from the weft. For that fide is defendid from the fouth 
windes which are greuous and contagious andalfo great wafters of all kinde of buildinges, as 
may welbe parcenyd by old Edifices.Your fiudy places, were you wold write, draw or deuife,or 
the places wher your Sellers fhuld becajt ought to receiue their light from the northe by caufe 
in that parte are the lights, which are ftedfaft,ds for lights other wayes appointed I referre 
tothe builders of thofe works. But Vitrunius , maketh no further mention therof .Now alfo 
it belongeth toan Architeéte, to haue the knowlaige of Aftronomie,wherby hefhould directly 
know the foure principal places which are Eaft, we/t north and fouth with that, whiche they 
call Equinottinm and Sol/tuium and the mouings of the fterres , for without this knowlaize 
none canattaine dnto the making of horologes ,quadrantes Clock es diallesgn the fonne nee 
cefsary to be fet in goodly Edyficies It belongeth alfotoan Architeét to haue fight in Philofos 
phie which teaching to be of a nablecoxrageas Vitrunius faith and alfo gentil,curtious faithe 
falland modeft not geuen to anarice and filthy lucre as not to be troubled or corrupted with 
rewardes or giftes but with grauity and Sagenes to caceine al honor and dignity in al thinges 
conferuinge bis good name and eftimation.Let him alfo take a charge of workes in hand pein 
defiredand not defirous of workes. Fe which wold be an expert Architeéte, ought to haueall 
thefefeiences and knowlarges ,T 0 him that hath any ference or knowlaige and tudement there 
withconceined ,it is moft euident and plaine. Nenerthele/se it will/ound ftraungely to fome 
that aman fhoulde learne fo many [eiences for the atteming of one and kepe all them in mee 
morte for the prattife of the Jame:yet it is necefsary and alfo mete, that although he be not pare 
faitt mthem or enery of them yet be fhould bane fome knowlaig in them and foit behoueth, 
neither tt 1s requifit that he fhouldbe fo pay faitt 4 Gramarid as was Arifiarchus,and yet not 
altogether with out wt-Nor in Muficke hke vnto Ariftoxenis, neither in paintinglike Apele 
les nor Plaftes or Stattuary likeynto Miron or Policrates nest her inPhifike like to Flippoa 
crates, but-yet in this and other not altogether ignoraunt.. But yf aman myght be parfaict 
mal thefe [erecés as were Arifiarchus SamrinsPlulolaus Architas ,T arentinus, Apollonius, 
Pergeus, Eratofihenes Sireneus, Archanedes, Scopinas,{ for all thefe were ftragely Wweapos 
ned with al thele [créces before reher fed he fhould be able to anfwer toall queftiones therto ae 
pertaining. But I may pray as Vitrunius doth, faying ,I prayO Cafar,and all other that rede 
this my writinges, if ther beany thing difagreing to any of thefe [ciences beare with me for I 
cofe/se my felfe( faith he not to be parfaitt m any of the other fcrences. But he nameth him felfe 
to bean Architect , wherein he thinkcth him felfe parfait But I the fetter forth of this treas 
tifein Englifhe,acknolage myfelf not to be a parfaitt Architeéte (as he faith nor yet Gramae 
ria,¢ though I haue put my felfe in preafe stis not through the depe knowlaige aboue rebers 
fedbut 1 doit for to putin vre anentraice or beginning to them which be therin Ignoraunt, 
eo defyre further knowledge in thefe thin aon eer es appereth by the declaracton hereof.
